Outpost in the Fazilko .Sector. As he manoeuv-ed his Com- 
pany on to the obiectivc, it came under cross fi''e of light 
and heavy autom^^lc weapons. Undeterred, he led the charye, 
Bayonpitted two Pakistanis and silenced the Light Machine 
Gun Bunker. In hand to hn-nd fltzht, he received fa^al iniuri-s 
due to enemy bayonets. His personal example inspired his 
Company to victory capturing two enemy tanks and a largo 
quantity of arms ammunition, equipment and prisoners 
including two officers.

While Shri Das 
Gupta was tackling th mob, the extremist snatched a revolver 
from one of the constables and tired a shot which hit the 
constable on the left leg. Then he turned towards Shri Das 
Gupta with the loaded revolver. Shri Das Gupta pulled out 
his own revolver and bred the ext emist as a result of which 
the extremist fell down. With equal promptitude he secured 
the loaded revolver from the hand of the injured extremist. 
In the mean time more police force arrived and chased away 
the miscreants; the injured notorious exiremist was pro- 
nounced dead when taken to hospital.
